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INTRODUCTION. 


O fix the Time preciſely when Chri- 
ſtianity firſt came into [reland is al- 
together impracticable, as well in 
regard that the Primitive Preachers 
of the Goſpel were more ſollicitous 
to gain Souls, than to tranſmit the Memory of 
their Actions to Poſterity; as on Account that 
many of our modern Writers have rather de- 
lighted in ſnowing their Reading and Abilities, 
by calling in queſtion what all others writ be- 
fore them, than in endeavouring to reconcile tri- 
vial Differences, and to correct Errors which might 
have been owing to Tranſcribers, and not to 
the original Authors. We have not here leiſure 
to enter upon Controverſies, and ſhall therefore 
only briefly touch upon ſo much as is generally 
receiv d by all ſuch as have not taken a Reſolu- 
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tion to carp at whatſoever does not ſuit with their 
Taſte, It is a general receiv'd Opinion that the 
Faith of CHRIST came into Jreland in the 
fourth Century, if not ſooner; for it is certain 


there were before that Time ſome Trib Men 


in other Parts of Europe, noted for Piety and 
Learning. The Age we here ſpeak of produc'd 
St. Diarmit, and St. Liberius, Perſons of eminent 
Sanctity in this Iſland, of whom we ſhall ſoon 
have farther occaſion to ſpeak. Tho' we can- 
not affirm who brought the Knowledge of 
- CnrisrT into Hreland, yet there is no Queſtion 
that from the firſt Entrance thereof it was 
never extinguiſh'd. Thoſe Holy Men were ſuc- 
ceeded by others in the Work of propagating the 
Goſpel, as St. Albeus, St. Kiaran, St. Declan Sr. 
Tberus, and others, about the latter End of the 
ſame Century, and the Beginning of rhe next. 
Theſe all ſeem to have been private Attempts, 
not ſupported by any publick Authority, and the 
Holy Men that went upon them ſeem to have 
been Monks, whether they were Prieſts or no, is 
difficult to prove, but it is certain that none of 
them were Biſhops. Theſe indeed converted 
ſore, and are ſaid to have built Monafteries ; 
however the Harveſt was not very conſiderable. 
Palladius was the firſt Biſhop ſent over by Pope 
Celeſtin, to the Scots, that is, the Iriſh, who be- 
liev'd in CHRIST, as Venerable Bede informs us. 
He not meeting with the Succeſs he had promis'd 
himſelf, ſoon that Iſland, return'd into 
Britain, and dy'd there; whereupon St. Patrick 
was ſent the next Year by the ſame Pope Celeſtin; 
and he was the great Apoſtle of the 1rifs Nati- 
on, which he almoſt wholly reduc'd from Idolatry 
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to the Faith of CHRIS, ordain'd Biſhops, 
founded Monaſteries, and perform'd ſo many 
wonderful Actions, as would make a large Vo- 
lume, were they all known. 

I ſhall now endeavour to diſcover the Time, 
when the Monaſtical and Religious State of Lite 
was firſt brought into /relaxd, and who they 
were that erected Regular Communities there 
J will take Notice of the moſt material Circum- 
ſtances: relating to thoſe Foundations, and add 
ſomething concerning their Suppreſſion. 
| 2 for the Time when the Regular Courſe of 
Lite: began to take faating- in /relard, I obſerve 
ar firſt Sight, chat this Iſland became acquainted 
with Monks almg(t as foon as it had any Know- 

loe of Chriſtians; becauſe thoſe who labour'd 

acre in planting ot the Faith, were themſelves 
engag d in the Monaſtical State of Life: for, 
not to mention the three firſt Centuries after the 


Death of our Saviour, in regard that it is very 


uncertam whether there were then any Chriſtians 
in Jrelazd; yet during that Time there are known 
have been in other Parts of Europe ſome Hriſb 
n eminent for Sanctity, both Biſhops and 
onks, who had been ſo fortunate as to quit their 
then Idolatrous Country, which was wholly igno- 
rant of the ways of Chriſtianity, any farther than 
what they. heard; from ſome Travellers. 
\., Therefore. to treat here only of what is moſt 
certain, I muſt obſerve, that the fourth Centu 
produc'd ſeveral great Saints in /reland, the oy 
remarkable whereof were doubtleſs St. Diarmit,

The latter End of that Century, and the be- 
ginning of the fifth, are no leſs remarkable for 
the Four great Forerunners of St. Patrick," viz. 
St. Albeus, St. Tharus, St. Declan, and St. Kiaran' 
or Neran, the laſt of which has been ſurnam'd he 
Firftborn of the Saints of Ireland. Theſe Holy 
Men, who converted a conſiderable Part of the 
Iſland, were Monks, and founded conſiderable 
Abbies, where they were themſelves Abbats. 

The famous Palladins, who came into Ireland 
at the Beginning of the fifth Century, as *'Mif- 
ſioner from Rome, was alſo a Monk ; moſt Hi- 
ſtotians aſſuring us, that he was a Reyular Ca- 
von, and that he brought ſeveral others with 
him, the chiefeſt whereof were Augim, Bene- 
diB, Sylveſter and SHollonius, who built” ſome 
Churches in the Provinces of Leinſter and Mun -· 
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Ar 4 . 
5 That fifth Century produc'd ſeveral other Ab- 
bats in Treland, who were Founders of Mona- 
ſeries. The moſt noted of them were St. Eu- 
deus, St. Moctæus, St. Henan, St. Rioch, St. Ca- 
noc, and the great St. Brigit, who was alſo an 
Abbeſs, and Foundreſs of ſeveral Monaſteries, 
which ſhall be taken Notice of hereafter. © © 

The fixth Century was no leſs fruitful in Holy 
Monks, who not only founded many Abbies in 
Ireland, whereot they were Abbats, but ſome of 
them alſo eftabliſh'd new Rules. The moſt re- 
nowned Saints of that Century were the great 
St. Colomb, the two St. Finians, the two St. 
Brendans, the St. Colmans, one St. 'Colmandl,

This Multitude of Saints, almoſt all of them 
Monks, thar ireland has produc'd, gave occafion 
to its being call'd- the Hand of Saints; and in 

geen has been ſo great a Number of them, 
that Colgan, a Franciſcan Obſervant, and of the 
Iriſb Nation, in his Preface to the Lives of the 
Iriſb Saints, had reaſon to ſay, that what is fe- 
ported of them ſcarce appears credible at pre- 
ſent. The foreign Reader, ſays he, who is but lit- 
tle acquainted with our Hi [i/Pory, will perhaps won- 
der, that ſo great a Multitude of Saints, as are on- 
ly. mention'd in the Indexes, and ſo many Apoſtles 
of Nations, could be produc'd by one Iſland and one 
Nation; ſo many Saints of the ſame Name, ſo ma- 
hy very often living at the ſame Time ; ſa many 
Companions in the fame Holy Miſſion, ſo many Bre- 
thren 0 of the ſame .

But that which moſt a- 
mazes all Readers is, that the J/riſþ Hiſtorians 
pretend to decide the Difference between all 
thoſe Saints of the ſame Name, by their ſeveral 
Genealogies, and the Diverſity af the Time and 
Place of their Birth; an Undertaking ſo bold, 
that it does not ſeem likely; ſothat it has always 
hitherto appear d, that not only the Prophane, 
but alſo the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of Treland is 
more than any other perplex d with à vaſt num- 
ber of the ſame Names, of Hynchroniſint and Ana- 
chroniſims. 1 Ir © 4 520077 ne : by 
But let us proceed from the Number of iss 
Saints to chat of their Regular Houſes, which 
is no leſs exceſſive than the other; for beſides that 
in the Reign of Henry VIII King of Exgland, who 
ſuppreſs'd-the Iriſu Monaſteries in the 16th Cen- 
tury, there were then there above 400 of ſeveral 
Orders; if we may give Credit to what Colgan | 
ſays; there is ſcarce a Pariſh, or Secular Benefice 
at this Time in Vreland, which was not at its 
firſt Inſtitution a, Regular Community, which | 
would extend to an infinite Number.

that thoſe firſt rib Monks made choice of par- 
ticular Rules contriv'd by themſelves, or rather 
that they had brought from the Eaſtern Countries 
the Rules of St. Anthony, St. Pacomias and St. 
Bail; or elſe thoſe of the famous Auchorites of 
Mount Carmel, or of Thebaida, which is not at 
all unlikely; for St. Albæus and St. Patrick had 
been in Haly; and the latter went into the 
Iſlands of the Archipelago, where it is certain 
that ſeveral of thoſe Rules were in uſe, not only 
at that Time, but even long before. 
It is alſo probable, that the Rules of our. Ii 
Monks were the ſame, or drew very near to thoſe 
of St. Benedict and St. Auguſtin, which were eſta- 
bliſh'd ſome Time aſter, and which proſper'd ſo 
much throughout all the Weſt, that thoſe pe- 
culiar Rules in Ireland were oblig d in Proceſs 
of Time to give Way to, and be. incorporated 
into them; ſo that ſome. of them follow'd the 
Rule of St. Benedict and the others being much 
the greater Number, (I ſpeak only of thoſe in 
Feland) embrac'd that of the Regular: Canons of 
St... Auguſtin. But for the better underſtanding

and as may be ſeen in the Cuts of moſt. Re- 
ligious Orders at this Day. The other Ton- 
ſure was that which the Followers of it call'd of 
St. Paul and St. James, but their Oppoſers nam'd 
it the Tonſure of Simon Magus, and as ſuch al- 
ſo ry d it down, and it was only ſhaving from 
Ear to Ear, the which being now quite out 


of uſe, we have no particular Repreſentation, 
of the ſame ; but this was the Tonſure molt 


generally us'd by the rib, Scots and Pidg. 
Writers farther obſerve, that in the Primitive 
Church, there was no Difference betwixt the 
Crowns of the Secular Clergy and of the Re- 
gulats. To conclude, there were in /reland all 
the different ſorts of Tonſures that are ſtill us d 
by the Monks and Religious of Europe. 
To come now to the Celebration of Eaſter, 
which occafion'd a ſort of Schiſm among the 
Regulars, it is certain that the Practice * the

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Jews and of the Greeks of celebrating Eaſter on 
the fourteenth Day of the Moon, whether it 
were a Feſtival, a Sunday or a Working-day, 
was follow'd by all the Iriſhß Saints; and that on- 
ly ſome of the Third Order began to be con- 
formable to the Roman Rite of celebrating 
Eafter from the” fourteenth Day to the rwen- 
rieth, provided it were on a Sunday, becauſe 
the Reſurrection of the Meſſias happen'd on that 
Day. Thar Difference occafioning ſome Frou- 
ble in 7reland, the Munſter Monks, who had re- 
ceiv'd the Roman Ritual, deſir'd there might 
be a * Aſſembly of the Regular and Secu- 
lar Clergy of the Kingdom, Which was held 
in the ſixth Century, in the Abby of St. La- 
ſerian, which was at Lagblin in the Count 
of Kildare, where that Saint, who had fif- 
teen hundred Monks under bis Direction 
all of them following the Roman Cuſtom, was 
nevertheleſs oblig'd to ſubmit ro St. Munnu, or 
Carthage, who ſtood up for the old Ritual. More 
particular Circumſtances of that famous Diſpu- 
tation ſhall appear when we come to ſpeak of 
that Abby.

This Houſe was founded before the coming of 
the Engliſb into that Iſland, that is, before the 
12th Century, for it was in that Age that the 
Engliſh ſubdu'd Ireland, or to expreſs it as the 
Triſb do, that the Iſland ſubmitted ro the Engliſh, 
for they will not allow that they were ſubdu'd 
and their Country conquer'd; however the Eng- 
liſh pretend it was reduc'd by Conqueſt ; but be 
that as it will, this Abby when firſt erected was 
in the Iſland of Sr. Patrick, or Inis Patrick, 
which is near the Coaſt; but Henry London, Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, remov'd that Houſe to Holm- 
Patrick, on the Continent, in the Year 1220. 
Ware ſays, it was but a Priory, however ſeveral 
other riſþ Writers affirm it was an Abby.

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HoLvy-Trinity Regular Canons, 
Dublin. 


HE Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity 
at Dublin; for there are two Cathedrals in 
that City, which is very ſingular and remarka- 


ble. This Cathedral, which is commonly call'd 


Chrift Church, belong'd to the Regular Canons of 
St. Auguſtin, of the peculiar Congregation of 
Arroaſia, being an Abby in the Dioceſe of Ar- 


. ras,and was Head of this Congregation which is 


now extinct, having been united to the great 
Qrder of Regular Canons, as Pennot obſerves in 
bis Tripartite Hiſtory, for which reaſon we ſhall 
always give to this Order all the Houſes that 
belong'd to thoſe of Arroaſia. King Sitricus a- 
bove mention'd, and Donatus Biſhop of Dublin, 
for that City was then but a Biſhoprick, in the 
Year 1058 plac'd Secular Canons in this Cathe- 
dral, whom, in the Year 1163, Lawrence Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin oblig'd to become Regulars. 
Their Prior, or Abbat, from that very Time, 
had the Honour of being reckon'd among the 
Spiritual Lords, and fitting in the Parliament of 
Ireland, and when King Henry the 8th ſuppreſs'd 
the Monaſteries and Regular Communities, he 
chang'd this into a Dean and Chapter, in the 
Year 1541, and it has been ever ſince in the Ha- 
cure of a Royal Chape]. The Cathedral of St. 
Patrick is now only look'd upon as ſuch, being 
much larger and more beautiful than the other, 
by reaſon of the great veneration the /riſh have 
always had for St. Patrick, and it has a Dean, a 
Chancellor, a Treaſurer, two Archdeacons, and

ure conſiderable; beſides all other Offices. 


It is fit here to obſerve, that the Cathedral 
of the Holy-Trinity is ſo ancient, that all Au- 
thors agree it had been built under Ground by 


the Ou man or Danes, before the coming of 
St. Patrick into Ireland, that is, before the fifth 
Century. They alſo tell us, that the fame Saint 
celebrated Maſs in one of its ſubterraneous Vaults, *' 
by which it a that ſome Part of Ireland 
was Chriſtian before the Miſſion of St. Patrick. 


Afterwards a Church was built upon that which 
was under Ground, the like of which has been 
ſeen in France, where the Cathedral of Chartres, 
the Church of St. Victor at Marſeilles, and ſome 
others, are built after the ſame manner; and alſo 
in England St. Faith was under St. Paul's, and at 
Canterbury there is another Church, under the

A T one of the Gates of Dublin, on the Bank 
of the River Lify, which runs through that 
City, was a Priory of Regular Canons of St. Au- 
gain, founded in the Year 1219, by an Enpli/b 
obleman, whoſe Name was Variſius de Pecb. 


Fare obſerves that this Houſe was afterwards 


united ro the Abby of St. Thomas at Dublin, 
which was of Regular Canons of St. Victor:

J Here was ſtil in Dublin the Priory of All- 
Saints, the Prior whereof was a Spiritual 
Lord, and accordingly fate in Parliament, it par- 
ticularly appertain'd. to Regular Canons of the 
Congregation of Arraafia. Dermot, or Dermi- 
tius King of Leinſter founded this Houſe, in 
— Year 1166. The Foundation Charter begins

The Obſervants re- 
form'd the Convent in the Year 1560 z but it 
has been ſince ruin'd, ſo that nothing remains of 
it but the Church Walls. However the Religious 
Men live in as much Retirement as they can. 

There are ſtill others, who, becauſe the Sub- 
urd wherein the Monaſtery was built belong'd 
to the Burks, Gentlemen of Engliſh Extraction, 
will have them to have been the real Founders. 
However theſe are all but bare Conjectures, no 
way equivalent to one good Record. The Tomb 
in the middle of the Choir would have been a 
ſuficient Evidence, had the Inſcription on it de- 
clar d that Perſon to have been the Founder, and 
it would decide this Controverſy if we could 
eame at a Copy of this Inſcriprion, which is there 
laid to be ſtill remaining. fn 
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Wading informs us, that the exact Obſervance 
of Regular Diſcipline obſerv'd in this Mona 
caus'd it to be call'd throughout all Chriſtendom 
the Mirror of Ireland, which eccaſion'd molt of 
the conſiderable Men in the Province of Muy 
fler to build a moſt ſtately Church there, where 
they choſe to be Interr'd ; but I cannot recon- 
cile this with his ſaying, - that the Ob/ervant;

MoNASTERIES of CARMELLITES 
which were formerly in Ireland. 


T we were to give Credit to the Authors of 
this Order, we ſhould believe that the ear- 
lieſt /riſþ Saints, and particularly St. Patrick, 
were Carmelites ;- the precended Proofs theteof 
may be ſeen in their Annals, in the Succeſſion 


from Elias, and in the. Vineyard of Mount Car- 


nel; but all thoſe Proofs being grounded onthe 
Suppoſition that this Order was inſtituted by 
the Prophet Elias, one of the ancienteſt in the 
Old Teſtament, and that the Carmelites were the 
ſame as they are now ſeveral Ages before the 
Birth of CHRIS, which can hardly be believ'd 
at this Time, I queſtion whether the ſincerer 
Part of this Order can give credit to a thing ſo 
unlikely. Several Carmelites of good Reputati- 
on have told a pleaſant Tale to this Purpoſe, 
which is, that a Painter in Britany having paint- 
ed a large Piece repreſenting our Saviour's 
Faſting in the Deſart, the Painter cloath'd the 
Devil who was to tempt J=sus CHRIST in 
the very Habit the Carmelites wear at this Day, 
whereof the Fathers of this Order making a 
grievous Complainr, the Painter wittily anſwer'd, 
That foraſmuch as they pretended thar their Or- 
der was inſtituted before the Birth of Jesvus 
CHRisrT, and that there was no other at that 
Time, he could not avoid repreſenting the 
Devil like a Ca-melite, becauſe it was requiſite 
in all likelihood, that in order to tempt JESUS 
CayR1srT, he ſhould take upon him the —_ 
2! IT 
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Habit that was known at that Time; and there. 


fore inſtead of complaining of him, they ought 
to thank him for the Honour he had done them. 
And in ſhort theſe Fathers were better ſatisfyd 
with this Anſwer, than perhaps they had cauſe 
to have been. g | 
The Eremites of St. Auguſtin, whom we call 
Auguſtin Friers, do alſo pretend that St. Pa- 
trick, and the other Saints of the firſt Centuries 
of the Church in /elend, were of their Order, 
as has been obſery'd before. It is therefore re- 
us to avoid entering upon ſuch a needleſs 
ontroverly, to place the Auguſtinians and the 
Carmelites among the other Mendicants, whoſe 


greateſt Antiquity is the Beginning of the thir- - 


teenth Century, when they were-authoriz'd by 
Papal Bulls. | e 
urſuant to that Method, we have no more to 
do, than to examine how 3 Monaſteries the 
Carmelites had in freland, before King Henry 
VIII ſuppreſf'd them; but before we enter up- 
on that Affair, it muſt firſt be obſerv'd, that no
